Victor  Herbert  and  Harry  B.  Smith's  chiarm- 
ing  comic  opera,  "The  Wizard  of  the  Nile," 
has  captured  Vienna,  according  to  cable  advices 
from  the  Austrian  capital.  It  was  produced 
there  Saturday,  Sept.  26th,  and  scored  ah 
immediate  success.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  the 
first  instance  on  record  of  an  American  comic 
opera  being  produced  in  the  German  speaking 
countries,  the  honor  is  no  small  one.
